"Тнк death of Sir Tatton Sykes occurred on Satarday morning at 
S'edmere Caste, near Malton. Sir Tatton bad reachea the пре age 
of ninety-oue, and toough for some months he had been in failing 
health, he had not been confined to bed until very гесею у, when 
he suffered trom brouchitis, from the effe 4s of which he never fully 
rallied. For some days be was lasenéible; indeed, his medical 
attendants could scarcely tell whéther he was alive or not. Asa 
perfect example of the “old English gentleman" Bir Tatton was 
known and esteemed throngbout thecountry. Sir Tatton was born 
іп 1772, and married іп 1822 the весовд daughter of Sir Wiiliam 
Foalis, and in the following year succeeded to the title and estates 
on the death of his brother, Sir Mark Sykes. Bir Tatton was the 
fourth baronet, aod ін sucoeeded by his eldest вов, Tatton (uow in 
Egypt), bora iu 1826 The deceased baronet from childhood wok 
the greatest delixht in the rearing of sheep and horses, and to the 
last enjoyed the bigheet celebrity for his fuck and stud. His breed- 
ing stud was believed to be the largest in Evgland, numbering up- 
wards of 200 һогеев and mares of sli ages As an owner of rave 
horses he dates back to 1803, when he won with Telemachas at 
Middleham ; вод up to the age of у ' e continued to keep horses 
in trainiag for the sole pleasure of riding tb ла himself, Malton being 
his favourite place for displaying his well-known colours—orange 
and purple. Gis last time of riding а wioner, bis own property, 
was for the Welham Oop, оп Langton wold, in 1822, on “ All Heart 
and no Peel," а name most applicable to tbe owner as well ав the 
horse. His feats on horseback were almost fabulous; be invariably 
rode from Sledmere to London, and back, whenever he had occasion 
to visit the metropolis, bis rale being to ride to London and return 
as far as Barnet the same night 16 related of bim that wheo a 
young mau he started off to ride а race for a friend, aud started 
home sgain immediaely after weighing, the distance being very 
nearly 400 miles. Bir Tatton was never so proud in his life as 
when he led Sir Tattou Sykes. with Bill Sco't оп bis back, back to 
the ring afier the 3t Leger victory of 1846; this scene was the 
subject ot Нестик'в piciure, painted for the Messrs Baily. It was 
not an unueua! thing wien there was no huntiog ог othr engage- 
ments to call him away, find Sir Tatton relieving a labourer at a 
stone heap or slashing & fence, while the labourer was sent to the 
castle to enjoy a fl«g « «f ale Asa landlord, а master, and a 
friend, Sir Tatton was much beloved,and to bim may jusily be 
applied those words of commendatiun, “Не never lost a friend пог 
made an enemy." 

FiR& AT ALDERSHOTT —On Ba urday night, а fire broke out in 
the South С+шр, Alderebott. in the “ R” soboolroom. The alarm 
was given about ten minutes to nive o'clock, and іп а few minutes 
three engines and the Camp Fire-brigade, under the command of 
Mr. Snuperiuteudent Burke, were іп attendance together with a 
large body of troops Тһе stables of the Military Train, imme- 
diately opposite the blaziog building, were in great danger of b-ing 
ignited, aud the horses were turned out. The efforts of the firemen 
were directed towards ensuring che safety of the stables and the 
surrounding huts, which they were successful in accomplishing 
The principal contents of the echoolroom were consumed, and only 
a few of the desks, forms, &c, saved. The fire is supposed to have 
originated in the private apartments of the schoolmaster, who has 
lost the whole of bis personal property. His mother was the only 
pérson іп the building when the fire broke out, and was with diffi- 
culty ө-чед. 

Os Saturday morning the faneral of Elinor, Lady Westbury, 
wife of the Lord Cv ance lor, took place at the Great Northern Lon- 
don Cemetery, Southgate. ТЬе с Жи containing the remains of 
the deceased lady was deposited іп в brick vault prepared by the 
company. The funeral was of а private character. The hearse 
was drawa by four borses, and there were three mourniog coaches, 
each also drawn by four borses, the private carriage of the Lord 
Chancelior, and those of bis family. 

On Saturday afternoon Mr. Bedford held an inquest at St 
George's Hospital on the body of Eliza Wright, aged seven years. 
James Neal, of No 1, Ashton-builoings, Battersea, said that on the 
previous Wednesday the deceased ran up to hig room with her 
clothes all on firs, crying out, “Oh, put it out; pat it out!" The 
witness extinguished the flames as speedily as possible, and sbe 
then ssid that she was breaking 8 piece of coal at the fire when her 
dress ignited. It also appeared that the deceased had, during her 
mother’s absence, put on а crinoline, which was the cause of the 
accident. The deveasd was taken to the hospital, where she ex- 
pired on the fullowisg сау Мг, William Hope, the house surgeon, 
said he saw the decea ed when she was admitted She was severely 
1. pnt on tbe neck, face, bresst. and lower part of the body, as also 
a the lefi lez вод foot. She wag өз ff-ring great pain. She never 
rallied, but died on the 18 h inst. from coliap-e, preduced by the 
burns and the sbock. The jury returned the following verdiot :— 
* Accidental death caused by wearing crinoline.”

What adds to the 
excitement is the fact that this priest was confessor to one of the 
Galway nunnerieg where th-re аге 8 large number of nuns and 
young novices ; the friends of those ladies are, of course, іп а very 
paiofol state of mind. The pries: in question was noted for his 
violent opposition to the Boripture-r and other missionary

On Saturday, information was received by Mr. Waller, coroner'a 
ofli-er, of the eupposed suicide in the Ragent's Canal of а man 
named Michael Lane, sged fif.y, while labouripg under severe pain 
from а broken arm.

Further details of the fight at Frauklia 
yesterday bave "e-n recviv.d Five regimen s of iufantry aud one 
batery of the 18:b Оһо, with tbe Yih Pennsylvania aud 200 
Michigan cavalry, all under command of Colonel Coburn of the 
33rd Indians advanced оп Spriogville on the 4th inst. Several 
spirited skirmishes occurred during tbe day, our troops camping 
four miles distant On the 5:h а movement was apparent, 
and during some dworder on our left they suddenly 
epened on our men with three batteries on different pointe at 
the ваше time.

PARLIAMENTARY PROCEEDINGS. 


Тя the House of Commons, Lord C. Paget, in reply to а question 
from Bir J. РаКї (оп, ssid that in the course of some very important 
experiments made а: Shoeburness on Tuesday last, shells had 
pierced. iron plates five and а half inches in thickness; but ђе did 
not consider it advisable that he should enter into a detailvd state- 
ment of the effects produced by the shells until tne target should be 
taken to pieces and closely examined, He had to add that the 
Adwiralty bad not, in consequence of those experiments, thought it 
necessary or expedient to change еі? optnion in reference to the 
question of “ wood verstis iron" ín the óonétruction of armour- 
plated vessels, On the motion for the house resolving itself into а 
cotpthittee of supply, Мг Baxter brougbt the following resolutions 
under the notice of the hoase:—“1. That in the opinion of this 
house, in cases where ordinary traffic supports several lines of 
steamers, the present system of granting subsidies tor carrying the 
trans-oceanic mails ooght to be dispensed with." “2 That this 
house is vot prepared to grant a sum of money to the Atlantic Royal 
Mail Compauy fur conveying the mails between Galway and North 
America.” The ho». gentleman said he thought the time had come 
when the house ooght to take its stand against the practice adopted 
by successive Governments of granting large sums to steam- 
packet companies for the conveyavce of the mails. He be- 
lieved there was no necessity for the continuance of such 
à system, and he had opposed the grant made to the 
Cunard Company just as much as he was at present pre- 
pared to oppose a similar concession in favour of the Galway 
Сотраву. The Government, be believed, һай yielded in that 
matter to & political pressure ; but be boped the house would read 
them a lesson whicn would not easily be forgotten by futare Ad- 
mihiatrations The hon. gentleman observed in conclusion that, 
as be found he could owly submit to the house а sipgl« proposal on 
а motion for a committee of supply, he should connne his amend- 
ment to the second and the more important of his resolutions. 
Lord Palmerston said that his hon. friend the member for Mon- 
trose, in exprossing hie belief that the Government had resolved on 
granting that contract because they shoald thereby obtain the sup- 
port of the Irish members in that house, had pronounced upon 
them а double censure. He had in the first place imp»ached their 
political morality, and he had impeached in the second place their 
political sagacity. lt must be manifest to every reasonable ob- 
server that any such hope of gaining the support of the Irish mem- 
bers would be utterly extravagant. He thonght it was e:sy to 
understand.that the Government might be influenced in forming 
their дес n upon that question by higher and wiver cousidera- 
tions They saw in Ireland a portion of the United Kingdom 
which possessed none of those great пау»! esteblishments 
which contributed so much to enrich many districts іп Eoglaud 
and they perceived at the ваше time that Ireland was from he- 
position peculiarly fitted for the performance of that postal service. 
They could not at the same time forget that the resources of a large 
number of Irishmen of а comparatively poor class had bren em- 
barked in that enterprise: and under those circumstances he felt 
that it would be positivo cruelty aud injustice to compel the Go- 
vernmont, by the adoption of that resolution, to refuse the renewal 
of that contract On a division, the resolution was rejected by 109 
votes to 46. Mr. Whiteside called attention to the circumstances 
connected with the assassination uf Mr. Braddel in July last in the 
town of Tipperary, and asked for an explanation of the conduct of 
the police, and of the course taken by the Goverament in reference 
to that transaction. Sir R Peel said the police had done every» 
thing iu their power to bring the assassin to justice, but hitherto 
their efforis had been Ба ед in consequence of the sympathy shown 
towards Hayes by the peasantry 

In the sitting of the Hotse of Lords on Monday, Lord Strath- 
«den called attention to the question of acknowledging the Southern 
Covfederacy, and strongly advocated the justice and the expediency 
of our adopting that polioy. Earl Russell said һө was sure every- 
body in this country would be most anxious that ber Majesty's Go- 
vernment should inte: эго, for the purpose of putting an end to the 
desolating civil war in America if they could до во jastly and use- 
fully. But be felt persuaded that at the present moment any such 
step upon their p.rt would be productive of no advantage and 
would be attended wich very unfortunate results 

Іп the House of Commons last evening, Lord Palmerston, in 
reply to a question from Мг. В. Fitzgerald, said that communica- 
Обов had passed between her Majesty's Government and tho 
Government cf the United States, in reference to the establishment 
of & convention tetween the two countries, for the examination and 
adjustment of complaints of tbe violation of neutral rights. Нег 
Maj«sty's Government had no objection to the principle of such an 
arrangemeut. The diffionlties, however, in regard to its details bad 
not yet been removed; but be hoped they would not be found of an 
insuperable character. The Chancellor of the Excnequer gave 
no'ice that he would make his annual financial statement on Thurs- 
day, the 16 В of April. He wished &lso to state, that he hoped to 
be able to move the third reading of the Tobaceo Duties Bill at half- 
past four o'clock 10 mofrow (‘В day) Оп the motion for tho 
house resolving itself into a committee of supply. Mr Hennessy put 
а question to the обје lord at the head of tue Government as to 
the nature of the obligations with respect to Polard involved in the

Napoleon, а fact which may account for many things in his charac- 
ter, а well as personal appearance Afer manifesting in early 
sears the precocity of a clever youth, be came to London at the age 
М nineteen to take part in some negotiations for the benefit ef 
Poland. After the revolution of Jaly, he was honoured with the 
friendship of the Duke of Orleans. entered the army, and became 
captain of the 4th Regiment of Hussars. Soon getting tired of 
military life, he threw up his commission. He then connected him- 
self with literature, more especially journalistio literatore, and was 
well known іп all the Parisian literary circles. Among the 
brochures which owe their existence to his pen may be mentioned 
“A Word ou the African Question,” published іп 1837. ава * The 
English Alliance,” published in tha year following. Не was one 
of the fonnders and editors of the Messager. Не became also at the 
same time & theatrical writer of some eminence. In the year 1840 
Count Wale vski entered upon bis diplomatic career. М. Thiers 
became President of the Cabinet on tbe 1% of March; bought the 
Messager, and gave its editor an appointment ia Exypt. Uudər 
the Ministry of М. Gaizot, Walewski was entrusted with various 
important missions. He was attached to the legation of Buenos- 
Ayres, aud afterwards distinguished himself in the Revolution of 
1848 After the election of the 10th of December, circumstances 
were in his favour, and he was chosen for still more important 
ой ев. In 1819 he was sent as 

envoy extraordinary to Flo- 

rence, and from Florence he 

went in the same capacity to 
Naples. Jn 1854 he became the x 
French ambassador at the Oourt 

of 8: James's. Since {пеп he 

bas taken part in many of the 
importayt matters bearing оп 

the relations of France and Eng-

FEARFUL AFFRAY ON 
BO Вр Sd IP. 


Охе of the most shocking 
occurrences that has occurred 
іп the Thames for many years 
took plice late on Toursday 
night, or early oo Friday morn- 
ing week, among the crew of 
the Peruvian corvette Arica, 
quartered on board the bulk 
Veuus, which bad been lent by 
the authorities, ly ng ia the riger 
off Black wall etaira. [be affray, 
which 'aeted through the greater 
part of the ni-ht, was of the 
008% desperate ani sanguinary 
character, resuting, it is said, in 
the deatü of two officers and 
several of the men. 

The Arica has veen for some 
time past in the West India 
Docks fisting out. Оа her ar- 
rival іп the river the crew were 
transferred to the Venus hulk. 
‘They numbered about 160 meo, 
of whoin, itis understood, niucty 
wera soldiers. They were under 
tre command of Captain Gaspar 
Ели. 16 appears that on 
lbureday week the soldiers were 
allowed to go on shore, when а 
number of them got intoticated, 
aud upon returniug to the hulk 
at night contrived to smuggle њ 
quantity of liqaor on board. A 
scene of disorder and riot soon 
eusued, acd «be soldiere refused 
to obey the orders of their offi- 
cers. The latter, fiuding that 
wll their efforts to enforce dieci- 
pline were without avail, called 
out the sailors to aecure the 
most disorder'y, and to clear the 
decks This apparently roused 
the soldiers to frenzy, and they 
resisted with fury. А fearful 
affray ensued over the whola 
ship.

While the mutiny 
was at its height, between one and two o'c'ock on the Friday morn- 
ing, it ts sapposed that in end-avouring to escape from the dreadfal 
scene tbat was being enacted he attempted to pass down the ship's 
side into one of the boats and fell into the water. He was & young 
man of great promise, and was respectahly connected. The sixth 
death took place on Sunday afternoon. One of the three soldiers 
who wero found most desp»ra'ely wounded on the deck after the 
fight expired after great suffering. He had sustained a severe 
panctared wound from a bayonet thrust іп the lungs, «nd other iu- 
juries.

THE EXTRAORDINARY MURDER АТ CHATHAM. 


THE case of the lad Robert Alexander Buxton, who was convicted 
at Maidstone of the murder of a little boy for no ostensible canse, 
appears to create a great deal of public interest, but it would seem 
that the general impression is that there are no grounds for the de- 
fence of inssnity that was attempted to be set up at the trial, and 
no steps have yet been taken by any parties, even by that portion 
of the community who advocate the abolition of capital punishment 
altogether, to procare any commutation of the sentence. The 
miserable culprit still exhibits the same recklessness and hardihood 
of demeanour that have characterised him ever since the commis- 
sion of the crime. He actually laughed in the face of the learned 
judge, who was himself deep'y affected, when he passed judgment 
of death upon him; and after ke had been taken back to t ie gaol 
he very coolly asked to be allowed to have an additional allowaace 
of food, and also some beer, which he said he understood was 
always given to prisoners under sentence of death, from the period 
of their conviction to the sentence being carried out. He added, that 
ће believed that they were also entitled to have tobacco, and he вала 
if that was the case he should like to have some. Тһе culprit was 
informed that he was quite wrorg in his supposition, and that he 
would only receive the usual gaol allowance, unless the m-dical 
officer thought fit to order ару addition to it, Tne prisoner was 
very angry when this was told him, and he was not pacified until 
he was ioformed that his application should ba laid before the visit- 
ing jastices of the prison, who bad the power to grant his request if 
they thought proper to do so. Тһе culprit does not appear to en- 
terta'n the slightest fear of death, but on the contrary, he 
sctually seems to exult at the 
Prospect that awaits him; but 
although this conduct is 
undoubtedly most extraordi- 
nary there does not appear to 
be any ground for associating 
it with insanity, but it is rather 
the proceeding of & bold deter- 
mined spirit, which the pri- 
soner has from his childhood 
been considered to be. He 
stated to Mr. Everest, the super- 
intendent of police, by whom 
he was taken into custody, that 
it was of no use talking to bim 
about what he had done and the 
consequences that would result 
to him; he said he knew all 
abont it, and had made up bis 
mind, and if the officer came to 
see him executed he would find 
him just the same at the last 
moment, and he mg t rely that 
he should not flinch. He ap- 
pears to feel & sort of morbid 
delight in narreting all the cir- 
cumstances connected with the 
horrid deed, aud details with the 
greatest minnteness all therevolt- 
ing deialis— how һе committed 
tbe act, and the manner іп 
which he squeezed the poor 
boy's neck with both his hands, 
and made the blood gush ont of 
his mouth and nose. While 
doing this, however, he at the 
` same time says thet he had по 
\ animosity against this particular 
boy, but that be was determined 
to kill вг me one, аз һө knew vy 
that mesus he should certainly 
lose his own life, &nd that, bap- 
pening to meet this poor lad on 
the day in question, he selected 
him ағ his victim. The pri- 
soner, who was born at Obst- 
ham, and who has lived there 
all hie life, was of course well 
known not only to most of the 
inhabitants but alo to the po- 
lice, and there never s-ems to 
have been the slightest idea en- 
tertained by any one that his 
mind was derenged. He was, 
however, always considered to 
be a very violent bad-tempered 
lad, and he bae on several осса- 
sions committed serious assaults 
upon persons who have given 
him offence. He was formerly 
employed as а sort of waiter 
ог potman st different public- 
houses, but he seemed latterly 
not to bave been able to obtain 
any regular employment He 
was for a short time in the ger- 
vice of а Mr. Clark, bat һө de- 
tected him in pilfering, and he 
was taken before the magie- 
trates at Rochester, and sum- 
marily convicted, and sentenced 
to two months’ imprisonment. 
He openly avowed his inten- 
tion to be revenged upon bis 


master for causing : him ‘to be punished, and if he 
had not fortunately removed from the neighboarhood 
daring the period the prisoner was іп confinement

THE RECENT COURT SCANDAL. 


CONSIDERABLE srandal bad been occasioned by a recent incident at 
Court. Тие facts are as follows:— The Dake of Welliogton рге- 
sented to the Prince of Wales, as the representative of her Majesty, 
at the late levee, a man named Tillett, who had been convicted of 
felony »оше teu уғата sioc», and who had obtained a ticket of leave 
A variety of rumours are afloat as to how this occurrence came to 
pass, but we have reason to believe thet the following is the truc 
relation of the circum-t«nces:—fSome ten years since the 
person in question committed the mistake of altering а cheque 
for 61 то 600/. for which he was taken before a local magistrate, 
committed for trial, sud subsequestly sentenced by Baron 
Pollo:k to penal servitude, the sentence being accompa- 
panied with remarks anything but complimentary to the delin- 
quent He underwent њ por ioa ot his seutenca, aud then be:ame 
one of Sir Joshus Jebb's pet lambs. A little whileago, atone of the 
most aristocratic of the West-end clubs, the magistrate who bad com- 
mitted this man for trial found bim in tbe ball ot the club making in- 
quiries of one of the »ervaute. Тһе magistrate thereupon returned 
to the sittiug-room of the clab, and mentioned the circamstance 
The late Marquis of Lansdowne, who was then present, considered 
that it was the duty of the members te make inquiries as to what 
brought this man to their club; and the porter on being interrogated 
stated taat the man bad called to see a nobleman remarkable for bis 
philanth ору. Some short time afterwards that noble lord made 
his appearance, and was greeted with the somewhat dabious ques- 
tion, “Who is your friend?” His answer was simple and 
characteristic: “Ob, he is а poor clergyman, out at elbows. 
who called upon me two or three days ago, and І gave 
him ten pounds” His astonishme.t, therefore, when he was 
told wbo his friend really wae may easily be imagined The 
person їп question was rext heard of in one of the prin ipal 
firme in the City of London, where he represented а bankrupts 
estate. H's manner was very pleasing, and bis ability such as to 
strike every one who came in contact with him. He was, how- 
ever, again identitied us the former convict, and the firm closed 
their transactions with him as soon as possible. On another occa- 
sion, at a meeting, at which Lord Broughan was to preside, who 
should accompany his lordship but this objectionable person Hie 
neXt appearance in publio was at the opening of the !nterpational 
Exhibition, when һе took his place on the raised dias amidst «he 
very pink of the aristocracy, and apparently in iutimate converga- 
tion with royal:y. He is last heard of at the levee. No one for a 
single instant believed that the Master of the Horseand the husband 
of the Mistress of the Robes to her Majesty, could intentionally have 
been a party to one of the greatest outrages that could have been 
offered to the Queen and tothe Prince of Wales. The duke was 
deceived, as other persons have been, by this audacious individual. 
The person in question was introduced to his grace as >ne «f ше 
principal guarantors to the commissioners for tbe International 
Exhibton, and seeing his name down for so large а sum, 
he rash!y jumped to the conclusion tha he was a respectable man, 
and that шеге could be no possible harm in presenting bim at 
Court Тһе way iu which tue delinquent was discovered was 
curious enough. Every one knows that tne first levee this season 
was в tremendous гово; dukes, earls, barons, and bishops fought 
almost for their lives, in their eagerness to get into the presenta- 
tion-rvom ; amongst those who pressed thus forward was the iden- 
tical tickev uf-leave man, and, as Fate would have it, who should 
he jostle against and Le«rly upset buc Chief Baron Pollock, who had 
sentenced bim to penal servitude. Тие jadge recognissd him іп 
an instant, altbough several years had elapsed, and he wrote to the 
Lord Coamberiain on the subject Inquiries were then instituted, 
and the presentation was immediately cavcelied.— Ministerial Paper. 
, A Discontentep Monk —А Trappist monk, named Rault, has

Roult then became tired of a religious life, his disgust for which 
wes increased by the constant surveillance to which he was sub- 
jected ın cousequence of his transgressions, and he formed the 
design of burving the convent and escaping; and in order to avoid 
the sarcasms uf the world, he determin:d to have it betisved that he 
had р»гі.һеа іп the flaués. That project Rault put into execution 
on the right of the 204 January last by setting fire to some bay in 
one of the lofts. Whe conflagration spread rapidly, and Rauli suc- 
ceeded iu entering, by the window, a room in which was a locked 
їгацк contaiting sowe lay сіогвев; this he broke open, and having 
dressed bimself, burnt bis monastic dress; and desceuding into 
the sacristy escaped unobserved, and spread the report іш tue vil- 
leges through whicn he passed of his having lost his life іп the бге. 
Rault was soon atter arrested, and when interrogated, confessed the 
crime. Extenustng ci camstaaces were admitted, and the accused 
Was senwuced to twenty years’ hard lat oor.

THE natioual cause in Poland has sustained a serious misfortune. 
General L«ngiewicz, lately procisimed Dictator, bas been defea ed 
in а hard-fought batile, aud compelled 10 cross the Austrian fron- 
tier with bis staff to avoid fallirg into the hands of the Russians. 
In the course of the last two months General Langiewicz has dis- 
played во much military ability, wo much shill in making the best of 
the men and material at command, that this event, il considered as 
involving nothing more than the loss of his presence and services, 
isa great blow. If the Emperor of Russia will consider calmly 
and dispassionately the dreacful events which have just taken place 
in Poland, he cannot avoid seeing that the reesponsioili'y for this 
cruel and bloody tragedy rests either with himseif or with those 
whom he has empowered to act in hie паше and abuse his confi- 
dence. The Ро wh nobles were first invited to give their opinion, 
and then punished for its expression; and the conscriptiun—a ter- 
rible measure at all times— was converted into & means for kidnap- 
ping aud carryiug cff into lifelong slavery ail persons whose talents, 
energies, or position made them објесв uf suspicion to the Govern- 
ment. Hau tne nation been less cruelly treated, it would Lot have 
turned so fierc-ly on its oppressors. Uuder these circamsiances, 
Russia may probably once more find hergelf victorious. How 
shall she deal with 8 nation so deeply wronged and во 
sternly tenacions of revenge? The precedents are all one 
wey; the bullet, the axe, the cord, the knout are ready, and the 
gloomy deserts of Siberia can receive without being overstocked 
avy vumber of noble uureturning exiles. The prec-dents are all 
one way, but the results of those precedents are also one way. How 
litde death and torture snd exile have broken the spirit of the 
nation let receut events testify. How formidable the insurrection 
wou!d have been if assisted by competent miliary power the Em- 
peror's own experience must couvince him. Had Poland chos n 
for her outbreak the month of January, 1855, when the woole 
Strength of Russia was taxed to the utmost by the war with the 
Western Powers, is it quite so clear that it would have been at- 
tenced with the same result as we apprehend at present? Wi at 
has been may be again, and there is пије wisdom in keeping so 
dangerous a wound open on that side of the monarchy which is in 
most immediate contact with the feeling of Western Europe. The 
allied Powers are justified in requiriug that Poland sbail have all 
that was guaranteed to her by the treaty of Vienna. А wise and 
generous policy would grant her much more.

Ir is only in Paris, as the French tell us, that a man can be said to 
live. А certain dull continuity of sensation, miscalled life, may be 


experienced in the fogs of London, bat this is a very different thi: [1 
from the brilliant draughts of conscious existence that are only to 
b: qusffed in the Fiench metropolis. Even the gaudy imitations of 
Parisian civilization that may be found in several oontinental 
capitals aud wateriog-places are bat poor counterfeits after all. 
That life which ін aloae worthy of the name can only be tasted al 
the source; like the delicious fruit of the mangosteen, it loses 21! 
its essential flavour in alien climates. What the precious ех. 
riences are, the enjoyment of which is so jealously limited, the un. 
travelled many can ouly learn from French novels. It is thiougt 
this medium that oar countrymen in general first become aware о! 
the existence ot в world side by side with their own, peopled by 
different beings, governed by different motives, and agitated by dit- 
ferent passions from those which prevailin our more prosaic and prac 
tical sphere. It is there tbat they first realize the idea of a life wholl; 
made up of what, in this lower world of ours, we should call dis 
sipation, intrigue, and baseness; а life which із а perp tual tissu: 
of foibles, jeslousies, mancuvres, and domestic diplomacy ; in 
which high- own sentiment is everywhere, good sense aud bomely 
virtue nowhere ‘his life, they begin to suspect, is that very 
state of being which cannot be attained in perfection out of Pari: 
and it must, of course, depend on their own temperament ar? 
moral standard what inference they may draw from that discovery. 
Mean while, is is not very often that any fac's come to light whicl 
might give reality aud consistency to the French view of tbe higher 
life. Whenever we do get a glimpse of the society from which we 
suppose these ideals are drawn, to be afierwards copied by Euglish 
novelists, we generally find it as unpri:cipled as it is de- 
scribed, but lamentably devoid of that refinement which robs 
vice of its grossness, monotonously se!fish, and possessed of no 
secrets for increasing the zest of social enjoymert that have rci 
been long known to men of pleasure. То the eyes of tbe initiated 
the “fast” lite of Paris iu the nineteenth century strongly resem- 
bles that of London in the eighteenth century, with carriages ir- 
stead of sedan chairs and gas instead of candies. The same ex 
travagance in dress, the same infatuation in gambling, the same 
readiness to avenge ins.lts by bloodshed, the same estimate of 
female character, the same false and holiow morality equally cha- 
racterise both, and we caunot see that а somewhat greater regard 
for decorum and good taste makes avy material difference. The 
scandal which has created во much excitement іп the fashionahl: 
circles of Paris might well have occurred in England% few gexe- 
rations back, but it could hardly cccur now Here were two 
professional swindlers, Garcia and Calzado by паше, рег 
fectly well known by repotation, and yet having the 
entree of salons frequented by noblemen who probacl; 
consider themselves the pink of French chivalry. We 
too, have our demi-monde, our turf scandals, and our well-bori 
roues. A similar trial on this side of the Channel might have a: 
tracted an equal number of titled personages, and gratified а: 
widespread a curiosity. But no one of rank or position in this 
country could associate with two detected card-sharpers without 
loss of character. Our wildest young noblemen would certainly 
have much to learn from the Duke de Caderousse-Gramont, and 
would probably have little reason to congratulate themselves oi 
achieving an European reputation like his. Vice and folly in hig! 
places will always exist to occupy our satirists and rebuke avy 
pharisaical pretensions, butthey аге more than half ashamed o! 
themselves, they ure not organized ог insoleut, they do not effect ti 
brave public opinion or to set the fashion. If they did, they woni | 
soon encounter а resistance in Eugland which French society, witk 
all ite indepencence, does not venture to offer.

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GIGANTIC FRAUDS BY CARD CHEATING—THE 
GARCIA AND CALZADO TRIAL. 


Tue great notoriety given to this case a't-acted an immense crowd 
to the Sixth Coamper of Correctional Police of Paris. Loug before 
the hour arrived for commencing the proceedings the doors were 
positively besieged, and several reporters and members of the bar 
found it impossible to enter 

M. Calzado was present, accompanied by M. Lachand his de- 
fender. M. Garcia was absent, but had sent a despatch, asking for 
a postponement for а week, aud promising to then sppear. 

It was after twelve when the proceediogs commenced. М. Philjs 
advocate, applied on the part of Garcia for a postponement, bat the 
court refused to grant the demand, and ordered that default shold 
be registered agaiust that accused. М. Oalzado replied to his name, 
declared himself to be a Spaniard, fif:y-eight years of age, at present 
residing in Paris. 

M de Miranda, twenty-eight years of age, belonging to the 
household of the Quesn of Spain, demanced permission to be partie 
civile, aud asked for 45 000f. damages from Garcia and Calzada М. 
La:baud opposed the сіаіш, on the ground that M. de Miranda had 
received back all he had lost Тһе court deeiued that M. бе 
Miranda's application should be received 

The indictment get forth the following facta: — 

“The two persons accused, Gsrcia aud Calzado, are charged 
with baviog ob sined from М de Mirauda end others various sums 
of money by fraudulent means, and having thereby cheated thew 
out of в part of their property. The folowing facts are adduced іш 
вор of the charge:— Оп the 4th of February sbunt forty per- 
sons Inet to the evening at ше house of Madame Baracci, Nv. 
120, Avenue des Ohamps-E ysees. М. Garcia, who had got bim- 
self invited several days befureband, together with М Calzado and 
M. de Miranda, а Spavish nobleman, svon after his arrival set up а 
game of (renté-et quarante, which was almost exclosively joined by 
М. Oslzado aud м de Miranda. The latter successively swept off 
several banks, and Garcis sustained a loss of about 30 0001 (12004) 
Calzado, though іш reality а partner іп Garcia's bank, appeared to 
be uoirteregted in it, and several times puuted оп M. de Miranda's 
side. Garcia and Calzado then proposed а game at ecarte, which 
was refused. They ultimately played together alone, but in the 
opinion of the persons present tnis play of theirs was merely a 
feint The game was interrupted by suoper being announced. On 
the return of the guests to the saloons they sat down to a game cf 
baccarat Garcia bad disappeared, bat returned after an hour's 
absence and ј Ле іп the game Ав soon as he became the dealer 
the stakes rapidly rose (0 considerable sums. М. de Miranda soon 
louad himseif alone against him; Garcia passed several times, 
winning а sum of about 150,000f (6 000/) M. de Miranda's share 
fn thé loss being about 1400001. (5,6007) During this 
game Oalzado had constantiy betted on Garcis’s hand, 
and must have won 20,0001. (800/). Garcia's repeated, win- 
nings soon made s sensation ; suspicions of foul play were oudly 
um and the game was intertupted. It was easily asccr- 

that other carde had been introduced into the packets 
furnished by the mistress of the house, Madame Barucci. Others 
were found in the clothes of Garcia, who admitted that he had 
brought them from the Oercle Imperial. It was thought that when 
he absented himself about supper time he took the opportunity to 
arraoge his cards, the envelopes of which were found in one of the 
ев. He was forced to return the movey thus fraudulently 
propríated ; but consented with great difficulty, first giving up 
500001. (2 0001) ав the whole of his winnings, and thén lettiug 
bundles of notes fall out of his pockets as he was pushed from room 
to room From these facts the indictment concladed that the 
guilt of Gercia was clear, and that the со-реталоп of Cslzsdo was 
equslly established in the evidence. Sufficient ground of accusa- 
tion wag found іп his previous relations with Garcia, in their 
menceavres in common daring the evening, and in his winniogs іп 
в game dishonestly played with М de Wirsads. The indictment 
farther stated that to tnese indications there must be added his 
embarrassed demeanour while Garcia was obliged to confess his 
own disgrace, his obstinate refusal to allow himself to be searched. 
and, lastiy, the ^ppearance at his feet of a bundle of bank-notes 
which һе in vain strove to disowg.” 

М de Miranda deposed that on the 4th of February he had been

-et quarante was proposed by MM. Garcia and C«lz«do Не 
pley-d with those persons and lost а sum of 40,0001. (1,6001), after 
which he withdrew. Having been some hours after at ‘he house 
of Madame Barucci, he ва у Garcia and C .!z«do at а table of trent^- 
€t quarante, snd be played and won 20 000f., after which be weat 
inw the large salon. After supper a шаш» uf baccarat was arranged, 
at which he played fur cowparatively small sume The cards 
having come to Garcia he pat down a stake of 20001. (801), which 
was a large ove to begin with. In the course of the рау witness 
doubled repeatedly, until at last the stakes at each side were 
64,000, which witness lost. A charge was then made Against 
Garcia of having introduced cards inie the packs played with. 
The fact having been examined into, it was found that three 
packs bad been brought and fraudulently arranged. This was 
doubtless the cause of Garcia having gained fitteen times. Witness 
Prop.sed to gacrifice the sum which he had lost in order that the affair 
might not come before the courte of justice. But that was not the 
ee entertained by ihe other persons present. Garcia at last

The Duke de Caderousse-Grammont was at Madame Barnoci’s 
soiree; was gurprised to find Calzado there, knowing that in 1858 


һе had been turned out of the Duke de la Reces's for cheating at 
Carde, the game being baccarat. After supper at Madame Barucci's 
saw Calzado and Garcia engaged Some time in conversation 
Witvess here related the circumstances of the play, and then said 
that, having bis suspicion aroused, һө went forward snd suddenly 
seized on the cards which Garcia was using. and fouud that several 
were somewhat lighter іп colour than the others. Garcia then con- 
(езвед that he bad introdaced some. That avowal was received 
with olamour and exclamations, and оп his being searched а vast 
quantity of cards were found in his pockets. Calzado opposed 
strongly the proposition that every one should be searched, but at 
last consented. 

The President — Miranda, were you not acquainted with Calzado 
at the Havaunah ?—Yee. 

In what way?—I have heard that he sent out an immense 
quantity of prepared cards to that country. He arrived there some 
tme before the vessel, and bought up all tbe packs that could be 
found among the dealers. When toe vessel arrived, he sold at & 
| ум rate the cards which she brought, sud the deslers purchased them 
eagerly, fr m beinw certain to h«ve 8 good profit on the transaction 
The result was that го cards could ђе fouud any where but the pre 
pared ones. Oalzado then played high and won very considerabie 
sums. 

Calzado, being interrogated, stated that his acquaintance with 
Garcia began at Baden taree or four years since, and the latter 
asked for в losu о! 10006, as һө bad lost all ше шовку. Garcia 
afterwards met him at ше Oafe Napoliiain, and repaid tne 1,000t., 
with ви apology that it had not been done sooner. He had stwr- 
wards wet bim at different public р'»сев, and heard thet be oad 
gained as much as 4 000 000'. (150 000/) іш Paris aud Germevy 
Га August, 1862 be nad met Garcia at dumbarg, Whore be lost ail 
his money. Usizsdo denied positively thi t he was concerned in 
any unfair practices at Madame Barucoi's, aud affirmed that һе was 
not Garcia’s partner at the бассғай 

After th 8 examination, M  Auoepin, the Avooat Imperial, ad- 
dressed the court for the prosecution. He insisted that tne facts 
proved against Garcia and Osizado proved them to have beea 
guilty of fraudulent шаповаугев for the purpose of cheating 
the persons with whom they played, and he demanded а severe 
sentence against both 

When the Avocat-[mperial concluded, the court's sitting was 
suspended fer two hours, aud at half-past ерп the p-ocecdings 
were resumed. М Шаспап4 еіодпениу defended Ualzado, and М. 
Cremieux supported М. de Miranoa's demand fur vamages. 

The plesd ngs did not terminate till past two o'cloo:, when the 
tribanal retired to deliberate. At turee ociock the judges resumea 
their seats on the bensh, and the Pres деші delivered the judg meut 
of the tribunal, which declared Garcia and Cazado даћу of 
swindling by cheating at play, and condemned (ће former to five 
years’ imprisonment, and the latter to thirteen months’ of the same 
p nishment, and each of them to а fine of 8,0001. (1207) Both 
were fur:her condemned conjointly to pay 41,0001. (1,640/) as 
damages to M. de Miranda. Usizado was àt once taken into cus- 
tody.

DISTURBANCES AT BTALEYBR!DGE.—THE MILITARY 
OALLED OUT. 


Tue long endurance of the Lancashire cotton-spinners, for which 
they һауе received so much praise and admication all over the 
counts у, appears at last to nave given way at Sialeybridge. There 
the mea were i ritated by the aunouncement that their aliowance 
was to be reduced by sixpence в week, and that for the future they 
would receive tickets representing 8 certain amount of goods, in- 
stead of mouey. The consequence was that а riot broke out; the 
crowd proceeded through the town ia а lawless manner, broke into 
the clothing stores, aud threw the contents into tbe st-eet, each 
helping himself to whathe liked The toliowiug із from а letter, 
written to а contemporary on Satarday, aud dated Staley bridge :— 
* At about four o'clock, when ail the schools break up, а vast crowd 
bad congregated around Castle-sureet Mills, which belong to Mr 
Bates, and at which place tbere is в large educational class, number- 
ing 376. Karly ia the afternoon шашу of the men attending tne 
claws nad themselves become very rivtous, and had broken poruons 
of machinery, windowg, вод other things within the building А 
body of ounstabulary, under the superintendence of Мг. Chad ток, 
chief cons able, was seut for, but воск their inab lity to cope with 
the mob outsiie, proceeded up Oastl--street towards Caroline-street. 
The mob had су this tine become very exci«d, апа stones and 
other missiles were hurled at the windows of the miil, and soon 
one or two entire window frames were completely smashed. Amidst 
a yell of hootiug snd shouting, the mob followed the police, aud «s 
if оу а given signal a volley of stones aud brickbats was suddenly 
hurled at them. [he officers at ouce tok tu their heels. Опе was 
bleeding from в cut near the eye having beeu bit just previously 
with a Бевуу etone. They ran over tue river bridge aud proceeded 
iu different directions, some taking up Wacer-sireet into Market- 
street, foliowed rapidly by the mob, which carried on а running tire 
of every biud о „бик, and патоегей many hundreds. Опе 
of the officers entered the shop of Mr. Brierly, druggist, aud 
being perceived by some of the crowd, the bailding was stoned, and 
шапу of the windows were immediaiely smashed The ringleaders 
evidently desired the mob to spare Mr Brierley's property ; and on 
several bauds being held up iu different parte, the throwing was at 
once discontinued, aud a cry raised, "Now for Dysor'4!" Mr. 
Dyson keeps an eating-house opposite Mr. Brierley's and next the 
Post-offi o, «nd is в prominen: employe of the committee, aud from 
thie fac; much prejadice exisis agaius: bim. The mob at once 
tursed on Dysou's взор, aud іп two or three minutes every Visible 
pane Of glass was smashed. They theu repaired t» the Polrce-offi:e, 
en roule to ibe residence of Мг. Ralph Batés, bonurary secretary of 
шә тепе! commivee. Tae shopkeepers ш Market-street were now 
busily engaged iu рппіш up their shutiers, everybody being 
afraid that the infuriated шор would next turn ou tueir. premises 

But the whole of the animus was directed а, the more proaiuent 
members of the relief commities, who seemed to be regarded by tuem 
as their more than arch-enemies. At the Police-vffive aud adjoiu- 
ing offices mauy windows were smashed, Бас the sppesrance of the 
mayor (К. Hopwood, Esq ), D. Harrison, Esq, deputy lieutenant, 
A. Най, Esq., and George Гауіог, E:q., town clerk, who came forth 
from tbe Lown Hall і о the street, seemed to have some «Несі 
in subduing the violence of the mob, but the great 
bulk immediately rashed ор Oovker-hll, to Mr. Bates’s 
house. Него the mob got fresh supplies of stones, and 
a complete shower of such missiles was Пигје1 at the capacious 
wisdows Lasses ia their blue Garibaldi jackets cheered 
on the wild Irish lais who took the most ргошішеші part 
in this most disgraceful proceeding, апа oten the yuung wo uen 
aimed в s опе ње ihe windows «itu teliug ейесі. | l'hey spoke of 
the wan'on destruction in bigh glee, snd declared ойтеп enough 

amidst the loudest jesring and lauguter, what a rare thiug tt would 
be fur the uleziers. Мачу valuable pieces of furniture were de- 
stroycd ш addition to the windows at Mr. Bates's residence, and 
the iuterior att rverds pres@ated the appearance of a sigual wr. ck 
of malicious destruction. An empty bouss frontiog Covker-hill 
Chapel, which is said to belong to Mr. Bates, was also stoned, and 
most of the windows smashed. Having completed the work of de- 
struction on Cocker-hill, the mob again turned their faces to the 
town, and prooseded, some along Market-strest, others by Mel- 


bourne-street and Castle-street. into Caroline-street Мапу of the 
ycutbs could not resist having a iast throw at the Police-«flico win- 
dows as they passed, and they did, «f course, without molestation. 
From the outbreak of thie popular indignation, to the arrival 
о! the military, mob-law may be said to have re'gued supreme, 
and the town was in the hands of this most disgracefal 
mob of excited beings. А vast concourse assembled op- 
posite the Central Committee Rooms in Melbourne-street, 
and smashed every window about the place. Mr. Emmett's, the 
photographer, whose shop is next door, did not escaped unscathed, 
many windows being broken on his premises. Someof the young 
fellows, from a mere wanton desire, harled stones through windows 
ње they peased along the street, without any fear of wolestat'on. 
The to was іп their bands, and they did what they liked. In 
Caroline-street they proceeded to the shop of Mr. Ashton, another 
gentleman of the relief committee, and tue precaution of closing 
ар the shop, which other people tad by this time followed, was not 
taken here. The large plate-glass windows were smashed іп в mo- 
ment, snd bottles of pickles. canisters, packages. and groceries of 
every description, were thrown about and destoyed in a savage 
manner. They abo commenced an onslaught on the c» operative 
stores, seemingly at first believing that it was Mr Asbton's shop, 
but on finding their mistake they desisted. Two of the adjoining 
shops are us d as stone for men and women's clothing. 
Both shops were quickly broken open. snd по” сош- 
menced а proceeding even wore diwgracefol and barbarous 
than we have yet recounted. It was now about five o'clock. 
Iu these stores were piled пр heaps of moleskin j.okete, trousers, 
waistcoats, stockings, calico and linen auder-cluthiog for females, 
hesides large quantiti-s of moleskin and other clut''s for making ap 
into garments As fast as a score of lads and lasses vould pics the 
goods up were these useful things hurled out of the upper windows 
to the people іп the street. Oomplete showers of j«ckets would 
fall on the uplifted hands of hundreds of in th» street, fol- 
lowed by bundles of stockings, or waistcoats, or flannel, or skirts, 
от chemises People kept continually l-aving the orowd with arm- 
falls of all kinds of clothing amidst, the jeere of many, but there 
were not a few who expressed their utter abhorrence of suoh 
plunder, bat who were at the same time careful to express them- 
selves with a prudent reticence. One шап told а youth who came 
up with a bundle of clothing which he could scarcely carry, to 
convey them into а house near at band by tbe b«ck-way, and to 
return as quickly аё possible. The young fellow did ње he was 
told, and was on tbe spot again immediately afterwards, eager for 
further plunder. Women concealed things about them in the 
street, and many lef: with bundies of every description of wearing 
eppsrel. The young fellows who were throwing the goods 
into the street continued with unabated energy at their work 
for at least half an hour, and we noticed the sweat roll- 
ing down their cheeks pretty freely. А cry was got 
up that the soldiers were coming, but amidst much laughter the 
mob declared it was only а woman in a red cloak, and no further 
notice was taken of it. In the store where the linea goods had been 
kept several things were wantonly set on fire, but it did not extend 
to avy dangerous point The work of destruction continued until 
а little after half-past five o'clock, when а cowpevy of the 14th 
Hassers from the Ashton Barracks under tbe command of Captain 
Chapman, appeared in sight. А loud cry of “ Тһе soldiers are 
coming” was raised from one end of the street to the other, and 
the hussers galloped along. Every one now looked after his or 
her personal safety, and fled from off the street immediately. 
Those in the stores рге d to beat a hasty retreat, but 
just at the entrance several fell and those behind were thrown 
down, and we should зау they were five or six deep, male 
and female, іп the doorway when the soldiers galloped up. The 
police were almost as soon эз the buasars on the spot, and someof those 
who had created much havoc in the cluthing stores were easily captured. 
The troops were preceded on horseback by the mayor and Mr. D. 
Harrison. The whole of them were received by «he mob with hoot- 
ing and yelling, and amidst such discordant noi es Mr. Harrison 
read the Riot Act to the populace. No missiles, however, 
of any description were thrown either at the police or the troops. 
After the Riot Act had been read the troops commenced to clear the 
streets, and proceeded up and down driving the people before them. 
The police were now engaged in capturing those who had stolen 
thiogs from the stores. great quantities having been conveyed into 
the Irish people's д те ов contiguous to the spot. In some of the 
houses the people commenced burning the clothing in order to 
escape detection ; others threw it into the canal, and various articles 
of wearing apparel might be seen floating on the water for some 
time. Oue large bundie of moteskin сопа ouly have been carried 
away by a very strong person, aud bund'es of stockings and other 
clothing were continarlly turning up at some uuexpevied corner, 
aud conveyed to the stores. Vast qu«uticies, however, are missing. 
From the arrival of the military, there was no other riotous pro- 
ceedings furtber than vast crowds perambulating the streets. Most 
of those who had Бега prominent іп burliog stones aud creating tho 
sad havoc we have above detailed, were chiefly young meu aud 
lads, the great bulk beivg low Irish lads, who appeared to be ex- 
ceedingly exoited and irritat d, though these were followed by wobs 
of older people of both sexes. Many girls mixed in the crowds, and 
koored, and shonted, and threw stones with as much gusty as the 
lads themselves." 

T wenty-nine persons were committed for trial forriot. "The fol- 
lowing is from a letter dated Sunday :—^ Later оч thia afternoon, 
as it became known that twenty-nine men would be sent to Ches- 
ter Oastlr, many thousands of men, women, aud youths, assembled 
in front of the Town Hali and along Stamtord-street, which leads to 
Ashton. At that end of Stamford-street nearest the Томи Hall, a 
troop of the 14th Hussars, uuder Captain Chapman, were drawn ор, 
and the square immediat-ly in front of the Lown Hall апа Potice- 
office was kept clear by а large body of police At the door of the 
Towa Hall stood two omnibuses, with the horses’ heade tu ned in 
the direction of Stamford-street—a ruse to indace the people to 
believe that the prisoners would be takeu along that street, өше it 
was all. along intended to take them round the Pulice-office and 
slong Market-street to the railway atation. The trick was a clever 
one, and it eucceeded admirably. Directly the prisoners were placed 
in the omaibuses, amidst the hoo'iugs and cheers of the ob, the 
horses’ hesds were turued, and rounding the Роһісе- сө they drove 
along Cooker-hill into Market-street, and straight along thence аз 
rapidly a8 розе! "Је to the station. So soon as tue mob ш Stamford - 
atreet saw they had been tricked, hundredsof them dashed across gar- 
dens, over walls, and along alleys towards the station, but to find the 
approach thereto blocked most effectually by Mr. J. Cheetham, another 
magistrate, and а few policeven. Ву and by the ошшбове 
drove up escorted by the huss.rs with crawa sabres. The excita- 
went at this momeut was so great that it bezgars all description. 
Гре moment the omnibuses emerged from under the railway arch 
to proceed up the apiroach to һе station, bats, сара, aud haud- 
kerchiefs were waved, and then followed, awid cheers and hoot- 
ings, а shower of stones which were intended for tte police ош the 
omnibuses, &с. They fell almost as thick аз hail, aud one had the 
misfortune to be во well direcied that it struck Police sergeant John 
Shelton, а fine young athleti» fellow, on the right ear, and кроскоа, 
to all appearance, the life out of him, for he fell senseless iuto the 
arms of a brother officer who was sitting by his side on the top of 
the omnibus. He was taken into the railway station, and Dr. Hop- 
wood, the surgeon, was promptly in attendance upon him.

THE AMERICAN QUESTION. 


А PUBLIC meeting, convened by the committee of the Sheffield 
Emancipation Society, was held inthe Temperanos Hali, Townuead- 
street, the Master Cutler (Henry Harrison, Esq.) in the chair. The 
meeting was addressed by the Rev W. E Чаіеу, late of General 
Burneide's army ; Mr. John Urvin, and the Нов. and Rev. Baptist 
Noel. In the course of а masterly address Mr. Noel considered tho 
suggestion that tbe South woald of itself abolieh slavery if they 
succeeded in establishiug their independence. Аһет showing what the 
Bouth had already done and suffered from love of slavery, Mr. Noel 
said, * Whenever did the privileged classes give up of their own free 
will the prerogatives upon which their wealtb, enjoyment, and 
splendour depended? Human nature was too вейьЬ for that 
The Southern slaveholders depended upon their slaves for their 
revenue. Slavery made them princes greater than our nobles 
They were kiuge of men, not of acres merely. Slavery gave them 
land, loaded their tables with dainties, supplied them with the 
choicest wines of Europe, educated their children, enabled them 
to travel, and ren:;ered them in their estimation the most 
superior race upon earth. Would they sacrifice all that to a 
mere sentiment of humanity? "Го abolish slavery would not only 
be te sacritice wealth, rank, and political power, but what was 
worse than all this in their own estimation, it would be 
to make their 3,000,000 niggers their fellow-citizens. Shall we— 
thus they reasoued—tte aristocrats, the imperial race of American 
Slaveholders, ever come down to the level of tbe nigger—shall we 
have to ask him to labour, and see the wretch sneer in our faces if 
he pleases? Ко; let us rather die to the last man than submit to 
such & degradation. Away, then, with all such delusive expecta- 
tions. If Englishmen wished to вее the greatest cutrage that now 
existg upon the earth brought to an end, let them set themselves, 
as far as Englisha n could, against the success of the oligarchy 
which was fighting to rivet mcre firmly the chains of the slave.

The stomach was 
contracted, and perfectly empty. The bones of the right fore arm 
were fractured, and there was по bony union. The woman Lees 
was in the habit of striking the child with ber fist, lifting him up by 
the hair of the head aud dashiug him on the ground, beating hiw 
with а strap until the blood flowed, thrusting him into a tub of cold 
water, snd afterwards making him drink it whilst in the foulest

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MORE CAPTURES BY THE ALABAMA. 


Тнк captains and crews of three merchantmen, numbering thirty- 
nine in all, whose several vessels had been captured and burnt at 
sea by the Confederate steamer Alabama, were landed at South- 
ampton by an Isle of Wight pilot boat to which they were trans 


vessels were the schooper Palmetto 172 tons, Captain О Н. Leland, 
of Trenton (Maine), bound from New York to Porto Rico, with a 
cargo of provisions; the barque Olive Jane, 350 t пе, Oaptain R 
Kelloch, of Boston, from Вогаевах to New York, with a general 
cargo ; and the sbip Goldeu Eagle 1120 tous, Captain E A Bwift, 
of New Bedford, bound from Howlauds Island to Cork, for orders 
with a cargo of guano. As will be seen by the varratives of the 
captains, these vessels were successively destroyed by the Alabama, 
and on the 27th ult, she overbauled the American ship Wash- 
ineton, Captain White, of New York, bound from Callao for Ant- 
werp, 180 days out, and examined her papers, &c Finding the 
cargo of the Washington to be the property o! English owners, 
Oaptain Semmes trausferred his prisoners (thirty-nine) to tha 
vessel, compelling Captain White to give a rausom boud of 50,000 
dollars and receive all the pr'soners on board. 

Captain E. A. Swift, of the Golden Eagle, gives the following 
S'atement:—* We were on the passage from Howlands island to 
Cork, under general orders, with a fuli cargo («bout 1.200 toos) of 
$0800. At tenam.on the 2151 of February, the Guicen Eagle 
was on the starboard tack by the wind, when а sail was seen off 
the port bow, standing towards us by the wind. At eleven am 
we spoke the bark Olive Jane, of Boston, for New York At 
11 30 we made out the sail on the port bow to bea gunboat, seeing 
ber smoke pipe, distant some six miles Soon sfterwarde the 
steamer fired two blank guns, and hoisted the Confederate flag at 
the peak. She tacked ship, heading as ourselves, the wind veing 
very light atthe time, thes ip рош about four miles per hour 
The steamer soon took in вай aud ste«med direct for my ship 
Soon after meridian sbe fired a shot at us, which fell short of the 


ship. Ahout 115 p.m. the steamer fired again, the shot pesing 
very close ahead of the ship At 130 pm. the Steamer prepared 
to give us another shos We brought our maintopsail to the mast 
Ап armed Боага crew from the stesmer boarded aud took possession 
of my ship. Тһе Alabama now started in pursuit of the Olive Jaue, 
than distant some ten miles. Bhe came up wito her, took her, and 
set fire to the bark about four pm. At ых p.m. the Alabama 
returned to my ship, and 1 was ordered on board her with 
all шу sbip's papers. After an examination of myself and papers 
by Captain Semmes, he gave the firs: lieutenant orders for the 
plonderand burning of my ship. They took all the ship's papers 
and log-book and whatever they wanted from the ship; аво all my 
private uroperty (except a few of my clothes), such as chronometers, 
to sexiants, spy-glasses, charts, books; in fact, all my nautical | 
instruments were taken from we. My officers aud crew were 

allowed to take one small clothes-bag with them. Oa my arrival 

on board the Alabama my officers and crew were pat in irons, and 

remained on deck while on board. My baggage, and that of my 

officers and crew, was searched, and 1 was taken below aud my 

person searched, and what lttie шореу | bad with me taken from | 
me. I was allowed to mess and sleep with ше petty officers in the 

steerage, and by them 1 was treated very courteously. At vive p.m. 

the Golden Eagle was set on fire, and at eight a ш. on the 22uu she 
went down. The steamer lay near the burning ship all night. On 
the 27th ult. the Alabama gave chase to a ship, and after firiag two 
blank guns and one shet, the ship hove to. An armed boat's crew 
went on beard and took possession of the ship, which vroved to be 
the Washington, of New York, from Callao to Antwerp. Oap'ain 
White came on board the .labama. After an examination of his 
papers, and the fact being proved that his cargo was Euglish pro- 

perty, and they dared no: burn bis sbip, Captain Whi e was com- 
pelied to give a ransom bond of 10 0607, and take all the prisoners 
(thirty nine in number) from the Alabama 1 was on board the 
Alabama six days. Two of my crew joined the pirate and remained 

on board." 

Captain R Kelloch, of the Olive Jane, іп his statement, says:— 

* We were bound from Bordeaux to New York, wit 150 tons of 

French cargo un the 2155 of February, we saw a sail tothe north 

of us, steering directly tor us. At 11 am, we spoke the Golden 

Eagle. At noon we saw the vessel first noticed was a steamer, 

with the Confederate flag at the peak. After the Golden Exgle 

was captured, the steamer steered airect for us. Tbe wind was во 


very light that we made no resistance, but 1 kept on my oourse 
At three p m., the Alabama commenced to fire blank guns, aud in в 
short time she came alongside, and sent ап armed crew ou board, 
and took charge of the ship, and ordered all papers to be sent ou 
board. After Uaptain Semmes had ехашіпей all шу papers he tuld 
me that it would be betier for the Con'ederate Government to psy 


for what French goods I had on board than for him not to burn 
my bark. He then gave orders to the fire: heutenant to plander | 
and bara my ship, allowed me fifteen minutes to go on board aud | 
get one small trunkful of clothes, and also the „сега to do the | 
same. They then took all iu-traments, 62, and set fire to the 
bark." (The remainder of the statement, as to t^e treatment of 
officers and crew, aud the subsequent movements of the Alabama, 
was t» the same effect ве that of Captain 8 witt) 

Captain Leiaud, of the Palmetto, states:—“ My ship was cap- 
tured and burnt by the Alabama on the 3rd of February. At one, 
pm we made out a sail bearing south-west. I was steering at that 
time W.S. W., with the wind to the southward. About 130 pm. 
we saw she was a gunboat standing direct for us. At two p.m 
saw her set the United States’ coloura, and immediately she fired 
a gun and then eet the Confederate flag. 1 then hove to. The 
steamer sent an armed crew on board, tuck charge of my vessel, 
and ordered me to take all my ebips’ papers and go on board the 
the Alabama, to be examined by Captaiu Semmes. After the 
captain had examined all my papers he gave orders to the first | 
lieutenant to take out what provisions would be necessary, 
and then set fire to the vessel; and in the meantime he 
allowed me to tske one small tronkful of my clothes, and 
return on board the Alabama. When we got on board they put 
my mate and crew in irons, and allowed me to mess in the steerage 
with the petty officers. The officers of the Alabama took all my 
nautical instruments, such as curonoweters, quadrants, and spy 
glasses, charts, &c. About eight p.m., after taking all they wanted, 
they set fire tothe ship. The Alabama then теш оп her way, avd 
spoke and boarded а number of foreign vessels. On the 21st she 
fell in with and captured two other American vessels—the Golden 
Eagle and the Olive Jane. When we were transferred to the 
Washington we were kindly received by the officers and crew of 
that vessel." (The remainder of Captain Leiand’s narrative cor- 
roborated that given by the other captaius )

A widow named Blanchard, 
lviug in the ваше house, said she knew the prisoner aud his children. 
They resided in the back kitchen. [ne children had been there ubgut 
four muntas. For the (rst шгев weeks the prisoner saw them every day, 
then he came to them twice a week, and after that time he leit them 
altogether, For the last ten days һө bad not been to see them at all. she 
heard them moaning on one occasion, aad on goiog into the room saw 
the youngest child stretched out on some rubbisn very ill, with only а 
сир of water by its side.

Wandsworth prisun, 
after serving two mouths; that à mau on tramp had given him the four- 
penny pieces to рау for bis lodging anu food Witness, however, knew 
(Mat was false, as he had been traced for several days to leave a house in 
Suffoik-street, Borough. He accordingly put him iuto а сао with Sergeants 
Alliott and Leatner, of the Q division, and drove to 19, Suffolk-street 
where they saw the prisoner's wife, who showed them into & back room 


which they rented. Under the bed was found а packet containing sixty- 
seven fourpenny pieces, all counterfeit, wrapped in tissue paper, ready for 
circulation He also found а plaster of Paris mould, capable of casting 
four fourpenny pieces at a time, and appeared to have been receutly used. 
In а cupboard were a quantity of white metal, silver sand, acid, and every- 
thing necessary to mauufact»re counterfeit coin on an extensive scale. Tao 
landlord vf the house, on being confronted witn the prisoner, said he bad 
lodged there some time, and was іп the habit of going out alone every 
eveuing He wasfully committed to Newgate to take his trial. 

A Уістімізін —George smith, a weil-dressed шап, was chaged with 
stealing several watches, jewellery, and articles of wearing apparel from 
various houses in diferent parts of London which he bad entered under the 
pretence of engagivg lodgings Mr. Binns appeared tor the accused, and 
the court was crowded with lodging-house keepers and others anxious to 
see the priso' er. The first witness called was Mrs. Frances Beesivy, the 
wife of а carver and gilder, residin: at No. 29. Tennison-street, Waterloo- 
road. She said that on saturday afternoon last the prisoner came to her 
house, where the e were lodgings to let, an4 told her that he required à 
bed- room for a friend who was coming from the country. Soe wok him 
Up-Stuirs und showed bim int» the bed-room adjoinin. her own, in which 
was her gold waich in a stand on the mantelpiece Не did not much like 
that roow; consequently sbe showed him into her own bed-room, aud 
told hin: he could be accommodated with that. The pris.ner ешегва that 
room and she remained outside, but having some suspicion of the prisoner 
she watcued him and missed her watch from the stand She iustantly 
rushed into her bed-room and seized hold of him exclaming, * You have 
stolen my watch." The prisoner called out, “Оп, foigive me, аз 1 ат in 
great distress." He tried to pet to the street-door, but fortunately ber hus- 
band entered, and he calied in à constable and gave the prisoner into custody 
Alfred Clears, police-constable 94 L, said he took the pris: ner into custody 
about five o'clock on Saturday afieruoon, and on searching him, jouna, 
emong other thiugs, & waistcoat and а set of ivory tablets which he азсег- 
tained had been stolen from No. 63, »ork-road, the same afternoon. 
Sophia Muggeridge, а very intelligent girl ten years of age, living with 
her mother at 63, York-road, said that on Saturday afvernoon tbe pri- 
soner called and looked «t а bedroom her mother had to let. She suowed 
him the room. іп wüich was her brother's waistcvat and а set of ivory 
tablets, He then left the house, promising to write to her mother, and 
after be was gone, the Waistcoat and tablets produced were missed. Miss 
Sarah Topay, stayiug at No. 35, Arundel-street, Straud, said that two bed- 
rooms were to be let in the top parc of the house, adjoiniug а room she 
Occupied. About eleven o'clock at noon, on Saturday, the 14th inst, she 
left her bedroom, where her gold neckchain, to which were attached ап 
eje-giass апа two lockets was safe on the dressing-table About t«enty 
minutes alter that, the prisoner came to the house, and was shown the 
top bediooms. she heard him leave in about ten minutes, and wheu she 
went up to her bedroom she missed her chain, eye-glass, and luckets, 
which she valued at £10. The witness added, that the landlady could 
have let ber room had she wished, as she couid have gone into another. 
Harriet Cocking, the wife of George Cocking, residing at 35, Arundel- 
street, Strand, said that she admitted the prisoner into the house and 
showed him the bedrooms. While there the prisoner asked her whether 
he could be accommodated with a piano. She told him he could, and then 
he inquired the terma. She went down to ask her husband, and ou her 
retaru met the prisoner on the stairs. Не said be would call again, and 
lett the house. No other person had been there that day but the prisoner 
excepting Miss Topay. Mrs Emma Spencer, the wife of William Spencer, 
recidiug at No. 14, Delamere-street, Upper Westbourne-terrace, Bays- 
water, made а similar charge against the prisoner. From her house ће 
stole а watch and chain, value £25. Mr. Burcham committed the prisoner 
to Newgate for trial. 

A Еоомзн Gint,—A respectable-looking young woman named Sarah 
Adams was charged with attempting to commit suicide at Blackfriars- 
bridge. It appeared from the evidence of James Woodcock, a stonemason, 
tbat on Saturday night the prisoner passed him in the Blackfriars-road iu 
ап excited state, crying very much He turned round and pointed oui the 
prisoner, who at that time was running down the steps leading to the 
river, toa cunstuble, The constable asked him to follow her, вз це could 
run faster than he, as he had his great-coat оп. Witness did so, and 
caught hold of her just as she was iu the act of plunging into the river. 
ihe prisoner said that she must have been mad when she did it, as she 
never meditated suicide. She certainiy had had a few words with her 
mother and sister during the week, and especially on Saturday. The 
sister. а very respectable-1i00* ing young woman, here stepped forward and 
said that she couid not account fer the prisoner making such an attempt, 
аз they were all in very comfortabie circumstances, They had a few 
words on Saturday, but nothing particular. Tne yrisoner, having pro- 
mised not to mase such an attempt on her life again, was liberated and 
given up to her sister.

А Surrosep букы, Mossman —William Shepherd, alias Smith, alias 
Jones, alias Connor, а tall, powerful, aud well-dressed mau, was charged, 
on remand, with attemptiug to pick the pocket of Mrs. Saran Poaruoh, 
a lady residing at 8, Canterbury-row, Kennington-road. The prisoner 
was identitled by воше of the оћсегз as being в notorious thief, Тһе pri- 
soner begged that he might be dealt with summarily, and carnesily ap- 
peaied to the prosecutrix not to press the case for trial, Mr. Norton 
thought the case was one in which ths prosecutrix should prosecute.

The surgeon, who 
had examined the body, gave it as his opinion that the child hua not Боец 
born alive, and the prisoner, іш defence, said sbe did not expect the birth 
before the end of the present month, before which time she intended to 
leave her piace. She was fully committed to take her tria! for the con- 
cealment of birth.

Bank Norg ROBBERY ву A Doxksic SERVANT.-Emma Parpenter, а 
respectably-dressed woman, of 37, Longfellow-road, Mile-ead, Stepney, 
was placed in the dock before Mr. Trail, charged with Белок coucerned 
with another person, not in custody, in steaing шо sum о! 660 in Bank of 
England notes, the property of Mr. Henry English, of the Upper 
Lewistam-road, Deptford. 1 appeared that on the morning of the itl 
inst, during the absence of the prosecutor from home to view ihe royal 
procession, the prisoner's «jster, who was im his service as а nurse, 
surreptitiously left the house, having abstracted from а cash-box, Bank 
of England notes of the value named in the charge. The ca»e was put 
into the hands of Margetson, а plain clothes coustable, о! the R division, 
who ascertaiaed that one of the stolen notes for £10 nad been changed by 
the prisoner at the Globe pubiic-house, »stepney.

SCENES IN INDIA. 


Тне view which we give this week, оп page 388 is invested with 
a painful interest to all our readers. They recall scenes of cruelty 
and baroarity unknown till the breaking out of the Indian mati- 
nies. 

Calcutta, the capital of British India, extends for six miles along 
thé left bank of the Hooghly, an arm of the Ganges, and ie enclosed 
on the laud side bya mound and а canal, named the Маһтайа 
ditch. It is divided into two distinct parts, that on the north side

narrow, апа the buildings are occupied as bazears in the lower 
parts, and as dwelling-houses above. The south, called the “ Chow- 
ringbee,” or European portion, is the fashionable part. The streets 
sre wide. and the bouses detached in their own gardens. The principal 
public buildings are Fort William, the largest fortress in India, con- 
structed at a coet of £2 000,000, and is garrisoned by a detachment of 
аг Шегу, an European, and two native regiments; it mounts 619 
gune, and in the armoury are 80 000 stand of small arms.
